"appropriation 'of 
a 
comparatively 


small sum for a doubtful enterprise 
Is thereafter used by Its advocates to 
force further provisions for It from 
congress on the ground that the In- 
vestment made is a. conclusive recog- 
nition of the wisdom of the project, 
and its continuance becomes a neces- 
sity to save money already spent." 


The president argues for' the adop- 


tion of a. comprehensive plan with ade- 
quate provision 'for completion within 
a reasonable tlms. 
The president this afternoon signed 


the river/s and harbors bill with the 
pronouncement that it would be the. 
last bill of the sort that could get his 
approval. 
The president believes

What 
a market that would open to our products 
of farm nnd factory, and It would sweep 
an ftvnlanche of wealth Into th« pockets 
of our people. 
Experts say the plan Is 
feasible nnd po»»lblc to accomplish. We 
are entitled to" have this great govern- 
ment, of which we are not an Insignifi- 
cant part.

EWSPAPERS are scenarios of the dramas of 
life. ^They are tbe short records of tragedies 
and comedies which are true. What we know 
as large metropolitan dallies contain many of 
them. The newspapers of the east side con-, 


tain more. Why? 


"Because." said Mf.^Abraham Cahan, the editor 


of the Jewish Dally Forward, "men are greater In 
numbers and emotions here. The crowded and chang- 
ing conditions of east side life intensify effects; and 
the Jewish race Is essentially dramatic." 


Mr. Cahan himself Is about forty years old—ner- 


vous, alert, quick moving, an obvious dynamo of 
energy. He is Indeed a remarkable man. A novelist 
of distinction, a contributor to the highest class of 
American magazines and with, a reportorlal experi- 
ence upon American newspapers, he deliberately 
stepped out of that arena eight years ago to conduct 
a small newspaper on the east side because he con- 
ceived the -work to be done there was the more vital. 


I visited him recently, being curious as to the duties 


of an east-side editor. I wondered whereto he differed 
from MB more decorattve brethren of a great daily. 


"In many tHugs,"1 commenced Mr. Cahan, with a 


slightly foreign accent, "but chiefly in his opportu- 
nities for studying humanity direct. - In the great 
daily the editor is «a»cOy—«n editor. On the east 
Bids be to an editor, a rabbi, a lawgiver, a sympathiser 
and & fittnO. He most be all these. In fact, if be 
wooM 'to *n editor; for the east side is. above all 
things, Jnmao." 


Mr. Cafhan's speech is a duplicate of his appear- 


ance—eager, qmick moving, tense. 


"West tell me something about the organization of 


tbe typical east Bide newspaper," I said; "something 
about its contents and makeup now." 


"Bo far ns news is concerned," said Mr. Cahan, 


"Then, generally, the Journalistic methods are quite 


different from those of—the others." 


I vaguely Indicated an uptown direction. 
"Oh, quite," said Mr. Cnban, smiling, and then, ru- 


minating, "Where shall I begin?" 
;. 


The Human Element. 


"Well, the great point of difference Is the human 


one," said Mr. Cahan. "We are brought into more 
intimate touch with peo'ple than you are. You merely 
touch the facts.

Academy of Medicine and of the su- 
perintendents of the, leading 'training 
schools .for nurses. 'Temporary head- 
quarters, .awaiting the erection of the 
modern skyscraper, is now at Nos. 52 
and 64 East 
Thirty-fourth 
'street,- 


which is In charge of Miss Helen Far- 
quhar. acting secretary. 


These rooms were opened 
recently 


during the sixteenth annual convention 
In the city of the American Society of 
Superintendents- of Training Schools 
for Nurses, and at the first reception 
there were about 400 young women 
present. Committee of Thirty. 


The project for erecting a clubhouse

Arrangements 
have already been made by this organ- 
lzatl,nn to establish' an office In the 
temporary headquarters, where an as- 
sistant registrar will be located after 
June 30. This central registry, which

superintendent of nurses at Bellevue 
hospital, but n'ow holding a govern- 
ment appointment as superintendent of 
the army nurses' corps.

TORY of the Carson City Fight, with Its Solar Plexus Knockout, Its Moving Pictures and Its Other Features That Combine to- 


Make It One of the Most Amazing Contests on Record 


jlBTICLES for a fight for the cb.am.pion- 
^P °t the world' between the title 
holder, James J. Corbett, and the 
middleweight champion, Robert Fitz- 
simmons, were signed a few days 


before Christmas, 1896. 
The promoter of this 
battle, which was fought in Carson City. Nev., 
•was Dan Stuart, of Texas, who had demon- 
strated his ability in affairs of this sort. Stuart 
was known the country over as a square man, 
who always was anxious to make good his word, 
and with him at the head of affairs the follow- 
ers of .pugilism rested in full confidence that the 
contest would be in every way above suspicion. 


One of Stuart's close friends was a man who 


for more than thirty years has been interested 
in all classes of amateur and professional spore 
and who to-day is known the country over as 
one without a blemish upon Ms reputation. To 
this mn-n Stuart went one day early in January, 
1897, and asked him if he would undertake to 
place $50,000 in wagers on the Corbett-Fitz- 
simmons battle, the money to be furnished by 
Stuart. 


"That Is too much money to "bet on this fight, 
Dan," said his friend. "When two such men 
as Corbett and Fitzsimmons get into the ring 
either one is likely to be returned the winner. 
Fifty thousand dollars is a lot of money to risk 
on a contest of this kind." 
"I will not risk the money," said Stuart, "un- 


less I am able to make certain arrangements 
that I now have in contemplation." 
"Fifty thousand dollars could not be bet," re- 
plied his friend, "without attracting much 
attention. I don't know what you mean, Dan, 
but, of .course, the inference is bad. 
I never 
have had a shade the best of it, and I don't ~~ 
want the best of it. If I bet $50,000 on this 
fight my friends would know it, and if anything 
went wrong I would be suspected of employing 
methods that I do not like. Then if your con- 
nection with the wagers were-established—and 
I don't see how it would be possible to keep it 
secret—it would look very bad for all of us. I 
wish you would get somebody else to place your 
money." 


Stuart replied that he knew of no other mark 


who could place $50,000 without attracting a lot 
of attention that would be harmful to the fight 
arid distasteful to himself. 
"Why don't you try Pittsburg Phil [George Z. 


Smith]," responded his friend. 
"I had thought of him," said Stuart, "but I 


am not acquainted with htm. 
Of course, he is 


Just the man to place this money if he could be 
persuaded to do so." 


"I will be very glad to see that you meet him." 


responded Stuart's friend. "If you will name 
the time and place I will bring you together." 
This was agreed upon, and Dan Stuart and 
Pittsburg Phil were brought together. What 
arrangement was made between' them cannot 
now be told. Both men are dead, and what they 
knew of the Corbett-Fitzsimmons battle died 
with them. 
Pittsburg Phil was in San Francisco a few 
days before Corbett and Fitzsimmons came 
together. That city was in a tumult of excite- 
ment, and betting on the result of the fight 
was free. 
In the poolrooms, which then flour- 


ished in an open manner, Pittsburg Phil took 
the Fitzsimmons end of the wagers at 1 to 2. 
So much did he bet that the odds gradually 
shortened, until two days before the fight 
7 to 5 was the longest price that Corbett's 
adherents would offer. Phil then went to 
Carson City, where he repeated the methods he 
had employed in San Francisco. In a poolroom 
owned and managed by Corbett's brother Phil 
wagered a large fortune on the chances of Fitz- 
simmons, and again he forced the prices to 
shorten materially. 


The first six rounds of the battle were all in 


favor of Corbett. The sixth round found Fitz- 
simmons apparently a beaten man. 
Not once, 


however, did Pittsburg Phil falter. At the ring ' 
side, even at the moment when Fitzsimmons 
seemed about to sink to the mat helpless, he 
stood covering every dollar of Corbett money 
that was offered. The friends of the champion 
knew that all he had to do was to continue 
forcing the fight and ntzslmmons must fall 
before his onslaught. To their surprise, Corbett 
betrayed bad judgment, and instead of going in 
to strike down his battered opponent, he stood 
away and gave Fitzsimmons time to recuperate 
his strength. 


There was in Carson City the last few 


days that preceded the battle a man who was 
and continued up to the time of Stuart's death a 
close personal friend and business agent of 
the fight promoter. This man believed Fitzsim- 
mons had no chance to whip Corbett, and 
wagered a large sum of money in accordance 
with his views. Two days before the battle he 
retreated from his position and bet so much 
money on Fitzsimmons that at the conclusion of 
the fight he was a heavy winner. 


When Corbett went down to defeat in the four- 
teenth round he fell in such a manner as to 
take him. almost out of focus of the picture mak- 
ing machine. Raising himself on his hands, 
he twisted around so that he faced the lens. His 
face then took on an appearance of intense pain. 
Apparently he was unable to gain his feet 
during the count of ten. As the fatal word 
"Out!" was spoken Corbett sprang to his feet 
with as much strength as he had shown at any 
time during the fight and declared an intention 
of whipping all who were in the ring. 
,

HERE had been bad blood between the 
heavyweight and middleweight champions 
for several years. 
More than one attempt 


to bring them together had failed. Corbett, 
it seemed, was more willing than was Fitz- 


simmons to test their relative merits. Finally, how- 
ever, the two men agreed to fight to a finish under 
Marquis of Queensbcrry rules for the heavyweight 
championship of the world and for a purse of 
$15,000, all of which went to the winner. George 
Slier, of Chicago, was agreed upon as referee. 


Stuart picked Carson City as the scene of the 


fight, Nevada having enacted legislation favorable 
to glove contests. 
Corbett established his quarters 


at Shaw's Springs, having in his camp various ce- 
lebrities of the prize ring, among others James .T. 
Jeffries, then known merely as a husky young boiler- 
maker but now as the one unbeaten champion of 
champions. 


Fitzsimmons began training at Cook".? Ciovo, his 


brother-in-law, Martin Julian, being In charge. Both 
pugilists during their period of training displayed 
freaks of temper and peculiarities that were beyond 
the' power of their friends to understand. 
At all 


times Corbett was sullen, fretful and disagreeable. 
Fitzsimmons acted like a crazy man. He was fre- 
quently seen tramping barefooted through the snow. 
At times he would joke in a hysterical manner and 
. at other times he would have moments of siillenness 
equal to those of Corbott. 


Previous to Ills battles with Jackson, Sullivan and 


Mitchell Corbott bad been pleasant and confident 
of success. 
In Carson City he seemed to dread the 


approach of the day of tbe 
fight 
That he wns 


afraid of Fitzsimmons no one believed. It. may have 
been that he was afraid of the battle. 
Finally as

the sun was mounting toward Its zenith on March 
17 the two men were brought together In the ring 
at the open air arena outside Carson City. There 
were tbe usual preliminaries and Introductions. One 
feature of the battle that, marked a precedent was 
tbe presence at tbe ring side of Mrs. Fltzslmmons, 
wife of Corbett's antagonist. 
When the men were 


called to the centre of the ring to receive final In- 
structions from the referee Corbett advanced and 
held out his hand to shake with Fitzsimmons. The 
offer 
was 
refused, "Fitzsimmons backing away, 


shaking his head and muttering "Xo." Then the 
ring -was cleared, the gong Bounded, ami the two 
gladiators began one of the most remarkable battles 
the prize ring has known. 


Corbett as in bis preceding fights, was a picture 


of muscular strength and agility. He was trained 
to the hour, his flesh hard and white as marble. Tho 
only bad feature of his appearance was to be found 
in his face, which was drawn and rather heavily 
lined. 
He showed evidences of worry. 
Fitzsim- 


mons, never an object of beauty, shambled about 
the ring on his thin legs, which knocked together 
nt the knees and spread apart like the prongs of 
a bent hairpin. His large hands dangled from his 
long arms far below his thighs. 
A sneering ,smlle 


did nothing to Improve his facial beauty. 


As their hands came up. Fitzsimmons made his at- 


tack. The only effect vfcis to enthuse Corbett, so that 
the blood, forcing Its way to his cheeks, gave to Mm 
nn appearance of greater vitality. 


Corbett manoeuvred so as to keep Fitzsimmons 


with his face to the sun. The Cornishman assumed 
the aggressive and swung violently with his right 
and left. Corbett dodged and the two men cam a into 
tlwlr first clinch. They parted at a word from the 
referee, and Fitzsimmons took up his pace, following 
Corbett around the ring. 
Suddenly the champion 


halted, pushed his way forward and handed to Fit*- 
Simmons a hard right and left to the head and ribs. 
Fitzsimmons countered with a left, then landed with- 
out force over Corbett's heart. All that could be said 
of the first round was that the two men were feeling 
each other out, Corbett using the greater caution and 
showing the better judgment. 


Corbett Seems Invincible. 


Coming up for the second round Corbett imme- 


diately changed his tactics and demonstrated his will- 
ingness to exchange blows. He drew Fitzsimmons 
forward, brushed aside his left lead and then swung 
a heavy right blow to the temple and clinched, Fitz- 
slmmons was angry. 
He endeavored to force Cor- 


bett away, and when they finally broke the Cornish- 
man was in Corbett's corner, where he was kept for 
a full half minute by the champion, who landed half 
a dozen .blows, none of which, however, was damag- 
ing. 


Fitzsimmons finally' fought his way out of this 


close corner, Corbett giving ground, but doing much 
the bettor work in the leads. Half a dozen times Cor- 
bett jabbed FiUsiinmons' head back with a light 
left. 
Suddenly in; shifted his methods, dropped bis 


shoulders and shot a heavy left to bis opponent's' 
stomach. 
Fitzsimmons, hurt, tried to clinch. Cor- 


bett pushed him off, repeated his tactics and drove a 
second bard left band blow to Fittzsimmons' stomach. 
Again Fitzsimmons fell into a clinch, and they were 
swaying together when the bell rang. 


They met in the third round In the centre of the 


ring. Corbctl, standing straight, stepped in close and 
swung a damaging left to the .stomach. Fitzsimmons 
drove his left for Corbetfs head, but the blow was 
ducked and they came to clinch, Corbett showing 
that lie possessed the greater strength, pushing Fitz- 
simmons about with ease. Nevertheless the Cornish- 
man was willing- lo force matters, and iie drove the 
champion back to the ropes, taking In payment a 
hard loft hand blow to the face. Immediately after 
that. Corbett came back with his right and caught 
Fitzsimmons under the Jaw, and as the Cornishman 
raised hi* guard Corbett sent a hard left to the body. 


FiUsimmons was eager to clinch, and as they came 


together gave Corbett a short arm jolt to the hem!. 
No damage was done and Uoroett more than evened . 
matters up by letting bis right fall heavily on his 
opponent's kidneys. The body blow* were distress- 
ing Fitzsimmons, a fact that rtw not escape Corbett'8 


attention. He started In to demonstrate his superi- 
ority over his opponent, and he had little difficulty In 
accomplishing his object. Corbett exchanged rights 
to the ribs and then sent two hard punches under 
the heart getting away without n return. Tbe round 
belonged to Corbett beyond doubt Those who pre- 
dicted his victory were confident he could not be de- 
feated. 


Corbett took np his victorious march again In the 


fourth, which Fitzsimmons opened with an attempt 
to take the lead. He forced Corbett for a few sec- 
onds and received n smashing left In the lace lor his 
pnlns. Thcre*wns n clinch and Fltzglmmons goaded 
Corbett In the ribs, to which the champion responded 
with a light right to the jaw. Fltzslmmons smiled 
but backed away,' Corbett following rapidly after 
him. Corbett. danced In and outrand snnppud a hard 
left to the chin. Fitzsimmons. wns angry and swung 
wild, falling out of position. Corbett took quick ad- 
vantage and landed the heaviest ilow of the fight up 
ro this time on Fitzsimmons' right ear. It was a 
distressing blow and Fitzsimmons did not steady 
himself for several seconds. Then he led with ,his 
left and clinched. 
\ 
' 


Corbett was tho master of the situation, and as 


he forced his opponent away he Jolted one of his 
eyes with his right. Fitzsimmons made no attempt 
to conceal his distress. He rushed Into a clinch and 
endeavored to best his opponent at Infighting. But 
at this he found Corbett right at home**wlth a knowl- 
edge of wrestling that was surprising. 


Playing with Lanky Bob. 


Corbett was playing with Fttzsimrnons much as a 


cat plays with a mouse, and as they broke away he 
rapped •his opponent with a hard right to the heart 
and, immediately stepping forward, whipped his right 
Into the ribs with all his. force.

Julian and his- other seconds worked hard over 


Fitzsimmons during the minute's Intermission and. 
sent him out for the fifth round somewhat re- 
freshed. 
Fitzsimmons rushed and ran into a left 


jolt to the chin that caused him to clinch. Corbett 
drove a Heavy ngnt to the region of the heart and 
Fifzsimuions' arms fell to his side. A second blow to 
Fitzsimmons' body seemed to wake him up and he , 
landed a heart punch that failed to do milch d.-fmage. 


The best that could be said of Fitzsimmons was 


that he took his punishment with great gameness 
AT every point .of the game Cor'jiTt was demon-. 
seating his superiority,. 
In the clinches «-it!f his 


forearm against his opponent's throat he forced his 
head back, and ,then as soon as free, drove bis 
fists through to the body or to the. face. 
Fitxsim- 


inons was bleeding freely, a fact'that caused the 
spectators to clamor for n knockout /Twice Corbett 
jabbed Fitzsimmons on the "nose with his left arid 
tho CornUlnrian was almost ready to take the final 
nap. Then came a sharp admonition f^om C<vhett's 
Rorrer. Uelaney, grasping one.of the ropes of the 
ring, leaned with his head far forward toward the 
two contestants.

"Jim, Jim," he shouted, "take you^tlmc! Don't let 


him fool you!" 


This cry from Ills corner for a moment deemed to 


anger Corbett. He stepped back, looked at Deiane.V.x. 
and then rushed forward and in quick succession 
landed two lefts and a right, jarring Fitzsimmons 
from the top of his head to his feet. Fitzsimmons, at- 
tempting to drive in a punch to the heart, fell into a 
clinch. 
His eyes were, half dazed and he • was so 


distressed that his breath -was hissing through his 
teeth. 
. Mrs. Fitzsimmons had sprung to hce-fcct and was 
shouting instructions to the men who were seconding 
her husband. As the bell sounded and gave.to Fitz- 
simmons another cha'nce she sent a messenger to'his 
comer and told him to change his method of fighting. 
Corbott stood in the middle of the ring, showing no 
distress. He walked to his corner without a mark 
on his face and without a red spot showing on his 
body.

The referee sprang forward and 


parted the two antagonists, while the cry of "Foul!" 
went up. Slier evidently thought no great damage 
had been done and motioned for the men to get Into 
action.

Corbett was enraged, and with his first lead^got 


Fitzsimmons with a heavy right to the chin. They 
clinched anil ns they broke away Corbett again sent 
his opponent's fiend back with a fearful right upper- 
cut.

difficulty then In landing a second right full on tho 
mouth, spattering Fitzsimmons' blood all about the 
ring.

As he shouted Corbett drove In a right and left to 


the face. Fitzsimmons was too weak to make a fair 
defence, and he was utterly unable to assume the of- 
fensive. All he ctnild do was to save himself In the 
clinches. When he was forced to break he stood wltb 
his legs far apart, assembling all his strength to ..cep 
Ills feet. 


The Mysterious Warning. 


Corbett landed a right to the chin and Fitzsimmons 


fell to the .floor. 
He rested on his knee while the 


referee slowly counted the seconds. Corbett walked 
a little distance away and, again came the mysterious 
warning from his corner to take his time. These sug- 
gestions were beyond the pov*er of the spectators to 
understand. .

Filzsimmoris, unable to protect Mmself, apparently 


could have been knocked out at any thnc Corbett 
wished to land the final punch. . Instead of taking 
advantage of his long'fead Corbett kept away. He* 
drew "back whenever an opening presented, landing 
only the lightest of punches. Fitzsimmons clinched 
and hugged and Corbett made little effort to force 
him off. When the round wns nearly over Fitzsim- 
mons again began to swing .his fists, but was unable 
to give force or direction to Ills blows.

and weak, and though it appeared certain that Cor-' 
bett must win one" of Fitzsimmons' backers stood at 
the ring side taking every dollar of. Corbett money that 
was offered, .-asking no Idnger odds than 10 to G for 
his wagers.

_ When the men advanced for the seventh round a 
different Gorbett was seen. Up to that moment he 
had been able to handle Fitzsimmons much as a full 
grown mku handles a boy. Yet in the seventh Fitz- 
simmons drove him" alf around the ring. He wns 
forced against the ropes whenever they bumped'' to- 
gether. His blows, that had lleon well timed and ac- 
curately placed, -lacked power and precision. 


Just before the round ended Corbett apparently 


came to his senses and for a moment showed a flash 
of his earlier ability and sent in some.smashlng blows. 


The eighth round was a repetition of rthe seventh, 


except, that Fitzsimmons came to the front much re- 
freshed. 
Fitzsimmons fought as If the advantage 


were all bis. Corbott ycontented himself with straight- 
erimg his left, and" jabbing Fitzsimm,ons in the nose. 
On one occasion the' two inch exchanged words In the 
ring that were understood by no one but themselves. 
Corbett, apparently enraged, nipt his opponent with 
a right hand blow that flattened his nose. Then he 
forced matters and placed two lefts to the face and 
a bard right under the heart. Fitzsimmons weakened 
and clinched and then again assumed the aggressive, 
though he did little damage to his opponent. Corbet^

contented himself with 'a defensive attitude. 


Just before the nlnrh round closed Fltzslrnmoiis.' 


covered with blood and leg weary, received a hard 
blow on the chin. , He fell against the ropes and 'Cor- 
bett drew back his right to send In what might have 
been a 'decisive blow. , Fltzsimmona' hands hung by 


his sides and he was utterly unable to protect himself, 
whe*n from Corbett's corner came the cry:—"Look out 
for him, Jltn, he's shamming! He isn't as weak as he 
looks!" 
Corbett smiled in derision at his opponent, 


but made no further move untilXhe bell sent them t« 
their corners. 


Fitzsimmons opened the tenth round in a determined 


•manner. Corbett ^lodged a heavy left and Fitzsim- 
mons stumbled to the ropes.

Punches Are Stingless. 


In the meantime Fitzsimmons was not being pun- -, 


ished severely and his strength was returning to him. 
Corbett showed no desire or ability to distress his 
opponent. He landed at will, but there was no sting 
to his punches. Clinches were frequent in this round 
and Fitzsimmons made good use of* his left,-which 
rea«hed Corbett's head repeatedly, but so far as tbe 
spectators could see. did Jlttle damage. There were . 
some who judged from Cgrbett's lack of force that ho • 
was tiring, but he went to his corner without a faltet 
being noticed in big stride. 


Fltzsimraons turned up for the eleventh round as It 


he realized that victory was assured. He drove Cor- 
bett about the ring, inflicting little punishment and 
taking a few left blows to the face dud rights to the 
body. Once Fitzsimmons hooked Corbett'bn the chin. 
The champion seemed to become enraged, and, brac- 
ing himself, drove first his left and then bis.right 
to" Fitzslramons" face, spattering.the blood In every 


. direction. 
This surprised Fitzslraomns and they 


clinched. In the break Corbett drove his right to the 


•. ribs absolutely without return. Again Fitzsimmons 


seemed to be at the mercy of Corbett. and Delaney 
shouted:—"Jim, look out .for Hint right!" .' 


Corbett kept away until Fitzsimmons had recuper- 


ated. Then in the last ten seconds of the round he 
landed on ffltzsimmons' face at will. They were In 
a clinch as the bell sounded and Corbett apparently 
was much the fresher of the two. 


Corbett opened the twelfth round by feinting. 


Fitzsimmons was ineffective in his leads and Cor- 
bett poked his left to the nose as he pleased. 
Fitz- 


simmons was bleeding. Corbett then drove a heavy 
left to the body and took a Jolt on the chin In return. 
They clinched and Corbett landed two more right / 
banders to the jaw as. they separated, FItzsImmong' 
head rocking heavily. Corbett was again taking a. 
lo.ng'leaa and bis friends were confident he could! 
end the fight when It pleased him. Corbett. who had 
missed hardly one of his blows, swung a terrific right 
upper cut just before the gong ended the round. The- 
blow iniqscq Fitzslmmons' face by a fall foot, and . 


* there went those In the arena who expressed the 
opinion that the blow Imd-not been well Intended. 
; 


Fitzsimmons always regarded the 'thirteenth as 


his lucky round, ijnd he hustled out of his corner as, 
if hi; expected to settle matters. Corbett drove a hard 
right to the tieart and Fitzsimmons'slowed up. That 
lasted only for a minute^ however, and the Cornish- 
man then began to drive Corbett before 'him around 
the Ting. 'They sparred rather cautiously and then 
Corbett Was forced against the ropes. Corbett scored 
repeatedly, but with no force. A moment Before the 
gong CorbWt made n swing that landed n right upper- 
cut and two lefts, all three blows/reaching Fltzslm- 
motas' face, covering him with blood. 
•. 


As the men came to the middle of the ring for the 


fourteenth round Corbett placed a hard left on tbe 
mouth, sliiikhig.Fitzsimmons thoroughly. The Cor- 
iiishman rushed and received a second blow of the 
same kind.- These two blows seemed" to damage the 


. giver more than they did the receiver. Fitzsimmons / 


passed an overhand right that caught Corbett on the 
ear. 
They clinched and Fitzsimmons worked' Cor^ - 


bett clear across the ring. Fitzsimmons landed two 
heavy blows on the chin, neither of which distressed 
Corbett 
» 


Then the champion stepped forvyard;", crouching 


slightly. Fitzsimmons straightened up and drove his 
left to the body, eatchms Corbett hard directly;under 
flic heart 
Few of those around the ring saw this 


blow as It was actually delivered. Fitzsimmons' flst 
after landing continued in a half swing and caught 
Corbett on the jaw. 
Corbett fell to his knees and as 


he did so Fitzsimmons landed another left to the Jaw. 
There were cries of "Foul!" of wilea the referee took 
no notice. 


Corbett gradually toppled over until his -hands 


rested on the floor. Then with his -left hand he 
grasped the flesh over his heart. It was at'this mo- 
ment that Corbett, who was half out of focus of the. 
camera, reached forward with his right hand and 
caught one of the ropes. 
Then he swung himself 


around directly tricing the camera. He was In 'this 
posltidn«whcu counted out 


No sooner had the word been uttered taking the 


championship from him than Corbett was on his feet. 
He threw both hands in the air above his head, then 
rushed over to where Fitzsimmons was standing near - 
tbe ropes. His brother Joe caught Corbett by the 
jirm, but Sim easily freed himself, and, dodging past 
others In the ring, struck Fitzsimmons, who was wav-' 
ing two small American flags. There was plenty of 
force in that blow, the blow that his friends thought 
might have been delivered In any round after' the 
«iii.h. Fit^sliiimons fell to the floor and his friends 
were compelled to carry "him to Ills corner and place 
him in his chair. •

'Slier raised, his voice above the din at the ring and 


shouted "Fitzsimmons wins!1' 


Tears coursed down Corbett's cheeks. 
"I'm not, 


licked," he yild. "I; am strong and full of fight I 
am willing to fight on if ne is willing. The champion- 
ship is his. The bets have been won. Now I want 
to show which is the best man. This Is a tough deal, 
boys."

Deputy sheriffs cleared the ring and Corbett and 


Fitzsimmons were'brought together to shake hands. 
Corbett then admitted that he had been whipped, but 
said he was sure ho was the better man. He asked - 
Fltzsimmous for a return fight, and Fltzslmmous re- 
sponded:—"I will never flglit again." 


\V. A. Brady, who had acted as Corbett's'manager, 


issued an immediate challenge to Fitzsimmons for a 
(ecurn fight for $10,000. -Fftzsimmona merely smiled 
and shook Ills' head.

' In order to stop misunderstanding It should lie said 
that the very great majority of those who saw the 
fight and the great: majority of those who have dls- 
,cussed IMn.private and public have not doubted that 
Hie battle was honestly fought, honestly lost and hon- 
estly won. There aro many, however, and amon" 
them some of the best judges of pugilism in America'' 
who believe that Corbett could have won the fight ill 
the fifth, sixth, seventh.or eighth round.

Fitzsimmons fought many battles after winning'from 
Corbott he never would consent to give Ws old antag- 
onist a return match. 


ATTRACT BIRDS AND PROTECT FRUIT 7 


BY PLANTING EARLY VARIETIES OF WILD FRUIT, BIRDS MAY BE TOLLED 


AWAY FROM CULTIVATED TREES; THE MUL- 


BERRY IS A FAVORITE. 


By W. L. McAtee. 


Birds play a very Important part 


In the economy ot nature and by their 
distinction of insects lend material aid 
In keeping the balance true. Both 
the farmer and the orchardiet ar« 
greatly indebted to bird* for the dls- 
truction of Insects and weed seed. 
Both for practical and esthetic rea- 
sons, there Is a demand for Informa- 
tion as to the best method of In- 
creasing the bird population in rest- 
ricted areas, particularly on the farms 
and about homes. There is a demand 
also for the provisioning of large pre- 
serves for both land and water game 
birds and th'/ protection of crops by 
cultivating seed and fruit bearlnc 
plants more useful to birds than to 
man. 


Various other factors may be made 


to contribute to the success of efforts 
to attract birds, such as a supply of 
•water for drinking and bathing, nest- 
ins boxes, protection from enemies, 
and winter feeding; but the main pur- 
pose Is to call attention to the plants 
•which best serve to provide food for 
birds and to draw their attention 
away from cultivated crops. 


Our native shrubs should be util- 


ized as far as possible, especially as 
many of them are not exceeded In 
beauty or Interest by foreign plants. 
Furthermore, as a rule they are more 
attractive to birds than exotic*. It 
should be borne In mind alro that 
smoothly trimmed hedge* and the 
•tiff trees/of a. formal garden are not 
nearly so! attractive to birds as un- 


trained bushes and tangled thickets. 
Shrubs of sterile, varieties or those 
closely pruned After blooming are 
not sought by birds, while those al- 
lowed to ripen fruit are often crowded 
with feathered visitors. 
Moreover, 


plants clustered with fruit of vary- 
ing color are more beautiful and in- 
teresting than thope which exhaust 
their energy In one burst of bloom 
and are of monotonous appearance 
thereafter. 


The best shrubi and tree* for at- 


tracting birds are those mo*t resorted 
to for food, and the extensive records 
of bird food in the Biological Survey 
make their selection an easy task. 
The berries of elders are eaten by 
the largest number of species of birds, 
namely. «T. Raspberries and black- 
berries are knotm to be eaten by CO 
species, mulberries by 48, dogwood 
fruits by 47. those of the nonpolson- 
ous sumachs by 44 the various wild 
cherries by JS, and blueberries by *7 
This completes the list of fruits known 
to be chosen by more than 30 species 
of birds. 


A great many other varieties which 


grow In localities where these are not 
plentiful are also very attractive to 
birds. 


Nothing aurp_ 
mulberries] 
for 


alluring lilrds away from the early 
orchard fruits. Early bearing varie- 
ties should be planted in numbers 
and some should be selected for the 
length of the fruiting season. 'The 


Hicks and the Black Persian are not- 
able In the latter respect, while the 
Townsend Is earliest for the South 
and the Russian for the North. 


Where It is desired to attract birds 


and afford them a sanctuary at all 
seasons, a large variety of plants must 
be used. For this purpose thickets of 
shrubs and other low growths are bet- 
ter than trees, since tangles of bushes 
and vtnee afford a more secure retreat 
from bird enemies and are the favorite 
cover of many species. 


Where birds occur In large numbers 


their enemies are sure to congregate. 
Hence grounds especially designed to 
attract birds should also be furnished 
with devices to Insure security from 
cats and othor predatory animals. 
Fences made p_roof against climbing 
Invaders by overhanging wire netting 
are essential, and inverted 
funnel- 


shaped metal guards or loose spirals of 
barbed wire should be placed around 
the trunks of nest trees to protect the 
occupants. 
Bird houses of various 


types add to the possibilities of bird 
gardens, and a neverlfailing supply of 
water is an essential. 
The basin 


should be shallow, so as to se 
both for bathing and drinking, and 
should be placed in an open lawn or 
elevated so that birds resorting to It 
will not be at the mercy of enemies 
Assured safety and a plentiful supply 
of food and drink will work wonders 
in attracting Mrds. 


A HOFPERDOZER. 


A hopperdozer is an Ingenious de- 


rice for ridding the fields of grasshop- 
pers. It is a long, shallow pan of 
heet-lron, set on runners and having 
behind It a banner or sail made of 
canvas or muslin stretched on a. wood- 
en frame. The bottom of the pan Is 
covered with rags or old carpet, pre- 
•lously wetted with water. When all Is 
ready, a pint of keresone Is poured 
ovr the wet rags, and the banner of 
cloth Is also moistened with kerosene. 
The ,dozer Is then dragged on Its run-

A POOR KIND OF FARMING. 


By S. M. Miller. 


In March I dfpve ten mile* to a big 


sale In another part of the coninty 
and on the way I counted five mower*, 
one now reaper, and six plow* atand- 
ing in the field* or alongside barn* 
without shelter. 
In ono barnyard 


which confined about 20 Holsteln cows 
a good reaper stood at one side of tha 
barn. Part of It was under the eaves 
from which had dripped rain and 
snow and formed an ice ridge »lx> 
Inches thick. A big Plymouth Rock 
rooster stood proudly on one of tha 
blades of the machine and there was 
evidence that this was the favorite 
roosting place of the flock. 


In one field a breaking plow had 


been left standing at the end of a 
furrow In a corner of the field and 
the snow covered the beam. One han- 
dle was broken off. At the sale a 
fine reaper and mower were sold. The 
reaper was In a leaky shed but the

ners over the field and the grasshop- 
pers either Jump In or try to Jump 
over, in- which case they strike the 
cloth at the back and fall back Into 
the oil.

Experiments at Cornell experiment

milk feed that a cow can have and 
when pastures are short, green soiling 
comes next. 


answer the question "How does your 
garden grow," by saying your garden 
grows as well as those of yotfr neigh- 
bors. The chances are equally good 
that neither you nor your neighbors 
make your gardens grow as well as 
they might. 


v The truth Is that the average farm 
garden Is only given about one-fourth 
as much fertilizer as the crops would 
put to good use. 


This may seem like strong talk, but 


It Is true. The city market gardener 
uses fertilizer In a way that would 
make a farmer anticipate bankruptcy 
In the Immediate future, yet city mar- 
ket gardeners are not the kind of 
people who waste money. 


The quantity of fertilizer which 


would oe enough and to spare on an 
average farm crop is Just a good be- 
ginning for a truck patch. 


Gardeners often put 100 tons of 


stable manure on an acre of land in 
New Jersey and around Chicago and 
the gardener puts no more than he 
thinks can be used to advantage. This 
feed of fertilizers Is repeated year 
after year. too. on these city gardens 
and often commercial fertilizers arc 


used during the growing season, be- 
side the stable manure. 


Peter Henderson once said that his 


rule In using stable manure was to 
Pitt- on enough and then some more, 
and garden • crops will flourish under 
such feeding, too. 


Plant a tomato vine on top of a pile 


of rotted stable manure and watch It 
grow, If you do not believe this. For 
many generations our garden crops 
liave been grown on soil which has 
been largely made up of manure and 
other fertilizers and they have ac- 
quired appetites such as ordinary 
farm crops never have, v They are 
every one gross feeders and the more 
we feed them the more tender and 
the larger the plants grow. 


It Is now too late to talk about 


plowing Into the soil but It is not too 
late to use well rotted manure or com- 
mercial fertilizers on the garden crops. 
If manure which has been rotted, is 
scattered over the surface of the gar- 
den between the plants and hoed in as 
the crops are cultivated It will become 
Immediately available, as the rootlets 
of the plants will begin to feed on It 
as soon as It becomes damp and they 
win make 
wonderful progress 
In 


growth If they have plenty of this 
kind of feed. 


Have a bag of complete commer- 


cial fertilizer where you can get at 
It handily and keep scattering a lit- 
tle of It among the garden plants 
all summer. 


A tablespoonful worked around a 


hill of strawberries or around a rasp- 
berry, currant or gooseberry bush will 
cause the plants to yrow amazingly 
and brlns them to perfection so they 
will be ready to prsiuce heavy crops 
next year. 


Onions, radishes, beets and all th« 


vine-producing crops respond at ones 
to these little feeds of 
fertilizer. 


There Is not much danger of getting 
too much of the elements Into the 
soil if It Is put on a little at a time. 


The best way to use any fertilizer 


is to scatter it on the surface and 
Immediately work it Into the soIL The 
rains will wash the fertilizing ele- 
ments down Into the soil 'where th» 
roots can get at them. 


If you do not believe in mid-sea- 


son fertilizing Just try fertilizing a 
few rows, leaving the remainder a* 
check rows, in order to note the dif* 
ference. If the season As not a very 
dry one you will find that feeding 
fertilizers to the garden Is very pro- 
fitable. 


Common Persian Insect powder Is 


death to cabbage worms. Put the 
powder in a pepper box and shake 
It over the cabbage leaves while the 
dew Is on in the morning and the 
worms will cease from their labors 
In an hour or two.

MANAGEMENT OF SWINE 


Ideal Tecnmsch, 63»«0. 


There are two systems now com- 


monly used for housing swine, the 
central house system and the separate 
houses. Both have their advantages 
and many farmers will do well to use 
both to a certain extent. The im- 
portant factor In pig pens Is to keep 
the swine dry and free from drafts. 
Damp beds and sleeping pens cause 
trouble. 


Cement floors are preferable for a 


hog house, but sleeping pens should 
always be overlaid with board floors. 
As a rule hogs should be fed outside 
on a feeding floor. Inside feeding is 
unsanitary and wasteful of space, even 
though It may be convenient. 


Weaning pigs • Is a very Important 


subject 
If not properly weaned it 


proves detrimental to both the sow* 
and the pigs. Pigs begin to eat when 
four or flvo weeks old and It Is always 
best to have them .eating well before 
weaning. They can be fed to the best 
advantage In a small pen away from 
the old sows. The pigs will early learn 
to eat shelled corn and a small quan- 
tltv should always be kept b«£ore 
them, either In a trough or on a 
clean spot on the feeding floor. When 
fe'd on a slop ration the dry corn 
hoy consume in addition appears 
o keep them from scouring. At this 
stat of growth the utmost care should 
be taken to keep the animals from 
getting oft feed. They should thrive 


and grow steadily. Freeh feed, clean 
troughs 
and 
feeding- floors, with 


comfortable quarters, will aid muck 
In securing these results. 


The young pig* should be ted M 


least three times a day, but not an 
excessive amount, and may be weaned 
at six weeks, but eight week* 1* pre- 
ferable. Many farmer* allow pic* to 
run with their dam* for 10 or IS

BEAUTY IN FLOWER BOXES. 


Nothing BO softens and beautifies a 


•tiff looking house—or any other kind 
for that matter—a* window boxes. 


Make a box eight incite* deep and 


ten Inch** wide. Use only rich black 
soil to fill It. A bucket full of fertlltier 
worked into the soil will Improve it 


Fill the box level full and then let 


it stand for a week. Then stir up the 
soil to loosen It and plant. 
Ferns should be planted in the rear 
f the box. Between them place ger- 


anium*, red or pink preferred. 


In the front of these plant a row 


of purple ageratum seed an! for good 
measure mix in a few of candytuft. 


For a front row, plant sweet alys- 


sum. The alyuum will fall over the 
front of the box and form a pretty 
border. 


Give the plant* plenty of room to 


grow and they_wlll make a better ap- 
pearance than many In one box, stun- 
ted for lack of room. 


For a large porch box. with plenty 


of room, a few dwarf nasturtiums 
may take the place of the sweet alys- 
sum. 


Other flowers suitable for boxes are 


pinks, pansles, marigolds and low 
growing plants. 


When .the plants, raised fr<Mn seeds 


are an inch high thin them out to 
about two inches apart. 


The box should be watered, dally

this country are San Jose Scale, oy- 
ster shell, bark louse, scurfy scale, 
purple scale, white scale, red scale, 
mealy bugs etc. 
The San Jose scale 


In perhaps the commonest 
variety. 


This Insect attack* all fruit*. On badly 
Infested limbs It appears as a grayish 
scurf, made up of million* of Insect*. 
The young individual scale Is about 
half the size of a pin head, round 
and black. 
On the fruit the scale 


makes consplclous red spots. Its dan- 
gerous nature Is known to every or- 
chardlst who ha* It to contend with. 
It ha* killed thousands of trees, es- 
pecially peach and Is now sapping 
the vitality of many thousands more. 


Scale insect* are subject to attacks 


of a number of natural enemies. In- 
cluded under parasitic and predaceous 
Insects, fungous disease* and birds. 
These natural enemies are usually 
sufficient to hold the apecles some- 
what In check, with the exception of 
the San Jose scale, which has become 
a most Important pest. 


Many artificial remedies have been 


tried for exterminating scale Insects, 
the most successful being sprays of 
crude petroleum or kerosene etthe\ 


undiluted or mixed with water, var- 
ious soap spray* and lime salt and 
sulphur wash. All scale Insect* may 
be treated by the same method after 
It has been determlnd by experience 
which process 1* molt effective In 
any particular locality.

cess has attended the use of lime, 
salt and sulphur wash, which has 
also besn very effective on the West- 
ern Coast 
Different result* have

been obtained by different experi- 
menters, but extensive experiments In- 
dicate that kerosene and crude petro- 
leum are very reliable and exceed- 
ingly effective insecticides against all 
scale Insects. 


It Is generally recommended that 


trees should ba sprayed la winter or 
during a dormant period with these 
substances In undiluted condition or 
mixed with water. In some locali- 
ties trees have been Injured by using 
the spray in undiluted form even In 
winter. 
On the other hand many ex- 


periments have been made which 
show that these substances In ,solu- 
tton* of strengths varying from 15 
to JO per cent, may be safely used 
upon the trees In^fujl foliage. Con- 
servative authorities on the subject 
of the value of kerosene and petro- 
leum recommend that these substances 
be used only In a mechanical mix- 
ture with water of different strengths 
up to about 26 per cent 


In general It is recomencled thai 


spraying with kerosene should be 
done only on bright sunshiny days 
when evaporation Is comparatively 
rapid. 
Whale oil soap In the pro- 


portion of 2 or 2 Ms pounds to 
the 


gallon of water Is also a very ef- 
fective remedy for scale Insects.

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RIGHT TIME FOR CUTTING 


WHEAT. 


I have found It best to cut wheat 


when it Is a golden yellow. If It Is 
cut ereen It Is very liable to spoil If 
a rainy season sets In or the shocks 
fall down. Especially Is this true if 
the bundles are large: If It Is left to 
stand until It Is dead ripe much of It 
will be shattered at cutting time. The 
falling of the heads on the canvas and 
the kicking of the bundles to the 
ground by the machine and the hand- 
ling of them In shocking will shatter 
much of the grain. This Is a com- 
plete loss. 


The shocking of the wheat Is very 


Important unless Is Is threshed In a 
very short time. The shocks must 
be well put together if they stand the 
wind and rain of summer months. 
It is a good Idea to follow a system 
in building shocks. 
Every one ought 


to be about the same size and built 
after a good substantial plan. The 
following has proved Itself to be ft 
very successful way of putting bundles 
together to stand the storms of sum- 
mer. 


Place three pair of bundles In a row 


and set a -bundle at each end. The 
bundles in the pair should be set out 
at the butts to give a good slant when 
set together. 
It la well to see that the 


heads of the two outside pair slant 
well to the heads of the center pair.

IB good practice to allow a few of the 
smaller pigs to remain with th» sow*, 
when the larger ones are weaned.

This will ba 
obviate trouble with their udders.

ger.Cows, horses, and sheep suffer from 
the direct rays of the midsummer sun 
as much as do men. If you haven't 
got trees, sheds should be built. 


A half cupful of wheat flour and a 


If given to a 
calf with scours Is said to ba very 
beneficial.
